The press secretary would 
neither confirm nor deny that 
the President would return to 
Washington tomorrow, saying 
no decision had been reached. 
The: President had planned to 
remain here on the estate of 
Treasury Secretary George M. 
Humphrey until Saturday or 
Sunday. 

Asked whether the President 
had been forced to abandon his 
vacation plans because of the 
Israeli situation, Hagerty bristled 
to say that Mr. Eisenhower 
could never escape the duties 
of presidency. 

“That's what he was elected 
for and that’s what he is do- 
ing,” Hagerty said.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb 
18 (UP)—Gov. James T. Blair 
today announced that a freight 
rate reduction, amounting to 
about 10 cents on the bushel of 
rough grain, has been granted 
for all areas of Missouri, ef- 
fective April 24. 

The reduction, granted by the 
railroads, amounts to 18 cents 
for 100 pounds of grain such as 
barley, oats and corn used for 
feeding livestock. 

John Sam Williamson, State 
Agriculture Commissioner, said 
the freight rate reduction does 
not apply to wheat or grains 
used for seed.

The great need for capital 
expenditures to finance expan- 
sion of county school plants is 
shown by the survey's figures 
on bonded indebtedness. 

Bonded debt for county 
school units totaled $43,761,100 
in 1955; for city schools it was 
only $15,776,000. 

On the other hand, the 
bonded indebtedness of the city 
government itself was $31,348,- 
000 while the combined debt 
of the county government and 
municipalities there amounted 
only to $9,608,400 in 1955. 

The dominant role of school 


costs in the county was shown | 
also in the report's comparative | 


figures on tax rates. 

Average total tax rate in the 
15 largest county municipalities 
in St. Louis county in 1955 was 
$3.93 on each $100 assessed 
valuation. The average school 
tax was $2.45, thus accounting 
for 62 per cent of the total 
levy. 

Tax Rate in City 

In St. Louis, on the other 
hand, the total tax rate was 
$3.09, of which $1.21, or only 
39 per cent, was levied for 
school purposes. 

Stated another way, these 
figures show that the average 
total of tax rates levied in the 
15 county municipalities for all 
purposes other than schools 
was $1.48 while the comparable 
rate in the city was $1.88. 


In a comparison of total tax | 


bills that would have been 
paid in 1955 on a hypothetical 
residence assessed at $5000, the 
report made these findings: 

In suburban towns of 500 
to 1000 population, the aver- 
age tax bill would have been 
$180, the same as in the city 
of St. Louis. 

In county municipalities of

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18— 
Adlai E. Stevenson, looking 
back at his historic two tries at 
the Presidency, believes that his | 
strategists made two sérious

The first blunder, he told the | 
Post-Dispatch in a private inter- | 
View yesterday in his hotel | 
suite here, was in insisting that | 
he conduct a fast-traveling cam- 
paign in order to speak to and | 
meet as many people as possible. 

“I thought then, and I think 
now, that I was over-traveled— | 
almost to death,” he commented. 
“The idea was to get out the 
vote by personal contacts—a 
sort of personal political con- 
tagion, I think this theory over- 
looked the real point. 

“It was the issues _ that 
counted. And right here was 
the second point of difference 
with my. advisers—over the ex- 
tent to which I should discuss 
foreign policy. The polls seemed 
to indicate that the people were 
more interested in domestic | 
issues, so I was asked during | 
much of the campaign to stick 
to them. 

G.O.P,. Vulnerable. 

“I think this was wrong, I 
considered the subject of for- 
eign policy not only the more 
important one, but the issue 
on which the Republican admin- 
istration was most vulnerable. 

“Then I was confronted with 
the problem of what I could 
properly say about foreign af- 
fairs, if I did speak out at a 
time when negotiations on Mid- 
die East problems were under 
way. This troubling problem 
was settled when the President 
declared he had only ‘good | 
news’ from the Middle East. I 
knew then that 1 could go to 
work on Administration foreign 
policy.” 

Stevenson went on to say ° 
that he thinks that his friends 
and supporters suffered far 
more than he did in his failure | 
to capture the White House.

“My disposition,” he said, “is 
to go back to the practice of 
law, to make a living. But its 
a great temptation to accept 
some of the many offers to do 
some traveling, lecturing and 
writing. Some of this will be | 
international in scope — this 
year for example, I expect to 
go to Europe and to Africa. 

“I'm under almost incessant 
pressure to speak and lecture 
in almost every country in the 
world. In the last two weeks 
invitations have come from | 
Britain, India, Canada, Mexico 
and other countries. 

“In other words, I'll do some 
law work, some traveling, some 
talking and writing. As to my | 
future with the party, anyone 
who is twice the beneficiary of | 
a party's greatest honor has a 
continuous sense of duty to 
keep serving, within the Limits | 
of time. 

“IT have tried to help the | 
party off its debts, to heal its 
wounds, to help weld it to- 
gether into a strong, united 
force. I will continue to do so 
to the best of my ability.’ 

Giving People the Truth. 

Emerging from his two presi- | 
dential campaigns, he said, was 
a problem that disturbed. him |

half of them,” Peterson asserted. 

Attacks Writers. 

Peterson said there were 
some editorialists who seem to | 
write “out of the top of their 
heads” about subjects on which | 
experts in his agency and else- | 
where have done a lot of work. 

Peterson, who is retiring as | 
civil defense chief, said earlier 
that the policy of evacuating | 
big cities in case of atomic at- 
tack may remain valid for ‘two, 
three or 10 years.” 

If it is decided to build shel- 
ters, Peterson said, they must 
be built not only in big cities 
and target areas, where atomic | 
and hydrogen bombs may be 
expected to fall, but for Ameri- 
cans everywhere, as a protection 
against radioactive fallout. 

Some experts have assailed | 
Peterson’s evacuation policy as 
already outmoded by the H- 
bomb. These experts agreed 
that mass shelters must be con- 
structed, at costs estimated from 
742 to 40 billion dollars. 

In his opinion, Peterson said, 
the cost of building shelters 
would run “many times” the 
7% billion estimate supplied 
the subcommittee last week by 
Dr. Edward Teller, California 
nuclear physicist known as the | 
“father of the H-bomb.” 

Indefinite on Shelters. 

In a statement to the subcom- | 
mittee, Peterson avoided spe- 
cific commitment on the shelter 
issue, except to say that shel- 
ters, if built, should be built 
not only for target areas but 
for the whole country. 

“As a matter of fact,” he told 
the subcommittee in a de- 
parture from his text, “I be- 
lieve we would need to build 
shelters for possibly 160,000,- 
000 Americans.” 

Peterson said the shelter idea 
has been under study by his 
agency for some time. He said 
“intricate devices” essential to 
the operation of such shelters 
will be tested during the atomic 
test in Nevada in late spring. 

The Budget Bureau previ- 
ously had told the subcommit- 
tee the question of whether or | 
not to go into a shelter program 
is under active consideration by 
the White House. The high cost, 
a Budget Bureau official said, 
is one of the deterring factors.

Open Range for a Few 


We of the Ozark hills are proud 
that we produce some of America's 
finest people. 

Yet some of us are not so proud 


of the showing made when 300 or ° 


more of our neighbors appeared at 
a legislative hearing to lobby for 
the right of Ozark people to live by 
exploiting and destroying without 
compensation the property of others. 

The issues in this hearing on State 
Representative James's proposal to 
close the open range were clear-cut. 
On one side were farmers, property 
owners and representatives of the 
public interest who know that open- 
range grazing by cattle, hogs, horses 
and goats results in such things as 
these: destruction of the forest by 
killing tree reproduction and dam- 
aging young trees, an increase in in- 
cendiary forest fires which destroy 
much timber, impossibility of con- 
trolling Bangs disease and other 
livestock ills, danger on the high- 
ways, damage to watersheds through 
erosion and siltation, and injury to 
the quality of recreation. 

* * * 


On the other side was the small 
but vociferous minority represent- 
ing perhaps 3000 open-range grazers 
out of 40,000 families in the open- 
range counties. How many of these 
actually farmed, owned livestock or 
used the range would be hard to 
say. Certainly they were success- 
ful in pressuring a legislative com- 
mittee into refusal to consider the 
merits of the proposed bill. 

The deeper issue at stake in the 
hearing and in the matter of open 
range is the future of the Ozarks. 
This future does not belong to us 
but to the children of the Ozarks. 

Many of us in the Ozarks today 
believe that no small minority of 
open-range grazers has a right to 
destroy this future just so they can 
earn a livelihood through grazing 
forest land which they do not even 
own. 

The forest potential of the Ozarks 
is a far greater resource than graz- 
ing can ever be. This land was never 
“meant to carry a heavy livestock 
load. Given a chance, the forest 
will employ many more workers and 

ing a larger income to a far great- 
er number of people in the Ozarks 
than open-range grazing. Yet for- 
est growth is inhibited in open- 
range counties where even fencing, 
when we look at the record, has 
only brought retaliation in the form 
of cut wire, broken gates, destroyed 
water-gaps and spite fires.

Thus for 40 years we have watched 
the combination of open-range graz- 
ing and forest fire, which always go 
hand in hand, sending millions of 
Ozark acres and hundreds of mil- 
lions of feet of potential timber 
growth down the road to destruc- 
tion. This has reached the point 
where, several years ago, John Gun- 
ther could call our hills a “slum 
citadel of America” and find land- 
use scientists with the evidence to 
back him up. 

The evidence: low income, low 
living and health and educational 
standards, low productivity of farm 
and forest land, poverty and ig- 
norance, and a declining population 
brought about by lack of oppor- 
tunity. 

This is what open-range grazing 
is doing for the Ozarks and the evi- 
dence is here for anyone to see. 
This is the condition which exists 
because a few of us claim the “right” 
to use and destroy without com- 
pensation the property of others. 

Maybe it is time for this minor- 
ity to use their eyes for a look at 
themselves as other Ozark people 
see them—and for a look at the eco- 
logical desert they are creating in 
Missouri's hill country for the gen- 
eration which will come after them.

While the Survey's principal purpose is to 
identify and suggest solutions to’area-wide prob- 
lems—principally those affecting both St. Louis 
and St. Louis county—of necessity this has re- 
quired detailed @xamination of the whole metro- 
politan complex, piece by piece. Most of the 
pieces are in the county, which supports almost 
150 units ofMiocal government. 

The Survey's @wn recommendations will not 
be made until July, but its factual findings make 
inescapable, it seems to us, the conclusion that 
government in the county as a whole provides 
inferior service a@t excessive cost. It also seems 
clear that the attack on some phases of this de- 
ficiency ought to he mounted at once. And of 
these, No. 1 priority ought to be assigned to 
consolidation of the county's 29 school districts 
—not necessarily into a single district but cer- 
tainly into far fewer than now exist. 

. ~ *. 

The interim report indicates that if an en- 
rollment of 10,000 pupils be optimum in any 
school district, as some experts think, then the 
county would need only nine districts. Actually 
no single district now has 10,000 pupils. Measur- 
ing the county's districts against the standard 
of faculty size, with 250 teachers regarded as 
optimum, only five districts were large enough 
to have attained the point of maximum economy. 

The public schools are the most important 
governmental function at the local level and 
they are the most expensive. On the average, 
about half the individual householder’s property 
taxes go to support the schools. He has a right 
to demand that they be organized to provide 
maximum efficiency and maximum educational 
opportunities for his children. 


Fortunately a vehicle for spurring school dis- 
trict consolidation already is in. place. The 
County School Board, headed by Dr. Raymond 
C. Sunderman, is responsible for leadership in 
this field. It has the duty of preparing con- 
solidation plans and it has the right to submit 
them directly to the people. 

Anether of the county’s pressing internal 
problems is what to do about the unincorporated 
areas which are beginning to fill up with house- 
holders demanding municipal services, including 
improved police protection. Should the county 
as a whole bear this burden for the benefit of 
the few? Or should residents of those areas be 
encouraged to tackle their own problems, either 
through incorporation or by joining an existing 
municipality? This is typical of the policy prob- 
lems which the County Council ought to be 
discussing. 

. * . 

In the City of St. Louis, the most pressing 
internal need is a new Charter, and that is well 
on its way to being provided. It may even be 
a reality before the Survey’s recommendations 
are made public this summer. 


One question that will not be settled, . how- 
ever, although work toward its solution is under 
way, is how to provide area-wide rapid transit 
facilities, Presumably the Survey’s final report, 
dealing with the best methods of adjusting city- 
county governmental relationships, will also 
take into account the possibility that a govern- 
mental device may be required for transit. 

The Survey, organized by St. Louis and Wash- 
ington Universities, has been supported by a 
$250,000 grant from the Ford Foundation and 
$50,000 from the McDonnell Aircraft Corp. 
While its principal purpose is yet to be realized, 
the cost of amassing the facts in the fine interim 
report is money well spent. 
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Holocaust at Warrenton 

The ghastly tragedy at a Warrenton nursing 
home, in which several score elderly persons 
have lost their lives, is a shocking reminder to 
Missouri's Legislature that it has not done its 
full duty. It has not thrown adequate safe- 
guards around nursing homes which might have 
prevented the Warrenton disaster and might yet 
prevent further nursing-home disasters which 
may be in the making. 

Tragedies such as that at Warrenton have 
been occurring in Missouri with ‘startling fre- 
quency. Last July, 12 persons lost their lives 
in a nursing-home fire at Puxico, In late 1952 
a similar blaze at Hillsboro claimed 18 lives. A 
nursing-home fire with heavy death toll oc- 
curred in still another state, at Council Bluffs, 
la., only last week. 

An attempt by the Legislature to remedy the 
situation in Missouri proved invalid because of 
exemptions, Plainly our lawmakers at Jefferson 
City should try again, and the situation is 
pressing enough to warrant their use of the 
emergency clause so the legislation will go 
immediately into effect. The housing of help- 
less elderly people in tinder-like old frame 
houses of two or more stories is an open in- 
vitation to continuing catastrophe.

Test for the Democrats 

The Democratic National Committee meeting 
at San Francisco marks the beginning of a most 
interesting experiment—an effort to fashion 
party policy from a national point of view in 
contrast to the sectional, state or personal view- 
points represented by the party leaders in 
Congress. 

Members of the committee ratified the estab- 
lishment of the Democratic Advisory Council by 
their executive committee. They gave National 
Chairman Paul Butler, a prime mover in the 
Council, a vote of confidence. The Council itself 
called on Democrats in the House and Senate to 
fight for civil rights legislation. And a good 
many other national issues were discussed even 
though no formal stand was taken on them at 
this time. 

It is the congressional representatives of the 
South—especially Senate Majority Leader Lyn- 
don Johnson and House Speaker Sam Rayburn— 
who have most pointedly rejected the Advisory 
Council. Yet these men have never presented 
themselves and their views for national appro- 
bation. Except insofar as they participate in the 
activities of the National Committee, such men 
really can speak for one state at most. But this 
does not minimize their influence on legislation, 
and on the future of the party and the nation. 

The effort of the national party to influence 
individual Democrats in Congress is, in a sense, 
revolutionaty. More so than the Republicans, 
the Democrats have operated on Calhoun's 
theory of concurrent majorities. The party has 
served as a vehicle for various disparate inter- 
ests—generally not in conflict—by a pooling of 
power in favor of each. 

In these days of television a presidential 
nominee is heard and seen at once from one 
end of the country to the other. This argues 


recognized political expediency but also a moral 
imperative. Those in San Francisco decided to 
face the test courageously. It is to their credit. 
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Breaking Up the Smoke Screen 

Senator Gore's visit to St. Louis should have 
disabused a good many people in this com- 
munity that all is well with the atomic energy 
program in the United States— the generally of- 
ficial view of the Eisenhower Administration's 
Atomic Energy Commission under Adm, Straus. 

The Tennessee Democrat tore away all the 
make-believe about the construction of atomic 
energy plants by private enterprise for peaceful 
uses. Speaking to an appreciative audience at 
the Y.M.H.A. Liberal Forum, Senator Gore said 
flatly that no large-scale atomic energy plant is 
under construction in the United States with 
private funds. af 

This statement by the member of Congress, 
who, since the death of the late Senator Brien 
McMahon of Connecticut has lived perhaps 
closest to the atomic problem, left nothing of 
the Madison avenue smoke screen. For the 
paid propagandists would have the country be- 
lieve that atomic energy plants are springing 
up all over the landscape. 

What about the Shippingport plant in Penn- 
sylvania? It is always cited as evidence that 
private enterprise is on the atomic job. Senator 
Gore told the unequivocal facts about it. Ship 
pingport-is being built, not under the Eisenhow- 
er Administration’s 1954 Atomic Energy Act, 
but under the now superseded McMahon Act. 
Public funds are financing it for private op- 
eration. 

Meantime Britain is constructing its second 
plant to provide atomic energy for private use, 
and Japan is ready to buy from the British a 
plant that will duplicate their first. 

But saying all this, Senator Gore still was not 
critical of private enterprise. He said that if 
he were on the board of directors of a private 
corporation, representing its stockholders, he 
too would be cautious. He would have his un- 
certainties about: the investment, the safety re- 
quirements and other aspects of the venture. 
And that is why he introduced his bill last year 
for the construction, by the Federal Govern- 
ment, ‘of atomic plants that will provide the 
experience and the pattern. 

The Gore bill passed the Senate and failed 
narrowly in the House near the end of the 
session. It ought to have priority status in the 
new Congress. For as Senator Gore made so 
clear, whatexer the position of the United States 
with respect to development of atomic energy 
for war and destruction, this nation has fallen 
behind in adapting it to peace. 


More Candles, More Work 


Mrs. Alexander S, Langsdorf has reached that 
age at which ladies no longer concern them- 
selves overly with age, and so we feel free to 
note that her age is 76 years. She will not be 
surprised to know that our reference depart- 
ment already contains a goodly file of her pub- 
lic interests and works, and now she is adding 
to it by becoming a candidate for the Clayton 
Board of Aldermen. 

In the '30s Mrs. Langsdorf was writing in this 
newspaper intelligent articles about family and 
youth problems. In the ‘40s the wife of the 
dean emeéritus of the Washington University en- 
gineering school became the first St. Louis fem- 
inine member of the Legislature. In between 
she sandwiched much work for the Urban 
League and welfare groups. The ‘50s are just 
another challenge to her. 

Youth, it may be said, will not be denied. But 
“Age,” wrote Francis Bacon, “will not be de- 
fied.” We defy anybody not to admire Mrs. 
Langsdorf's spirited and persistent interest in 
the public welfare. 


New Look at the Police 


The new Police Board's first active step was 
to seek competent outside advice, and the board 
Ig. getting advice from recognized experts on 
law.enforcement. 

So far its chief advisor has been Dean O. W. 
Wilson of the School of Criminology at the 
University, of California. ' 

Dean Wilson's first advice was to improve 
police pay h. St. Louis, and on this President 
H. Sam Priest and the Police Board agree. “You 
cannot attract competent people and keep them 
Without paying salaries comparable to those paid 
in private industry,” Mr. Priest says. “The St. 
Louis departmeht has lost many men who would 
have preferred to stay had salaries been higher.” 

Both the advisor and the board president also 
agree that quality is more important than quan- 
tity in a police force. On this point Lt. Frank 
Ruff, co-director of the police laboratory, has 
prepared a report asking for 16 more techni- 
cians, so two men would be available at all 
times for scientific crime analysis. 

Lt. Ruff points out that his present staff of 
four commissioned officers made 84 on-the-scene 
investigations last year, but their services could 
have been used in about 10,000 crimes. Prof. 
Wilson, however, believes it might be more eco- 
nomical to train patrolmen in technical work for 
use on special assignments. 

In theory Dean Wilson does not differ from 
the veterans of police work, who believe the 
best crime deterrent is a policeman within sight 
and on the street. But in best modern practice 
Dean Wilson thinks this means use of one-man 
patrol cars, which were introduced by the last 
Police Board. And he would have the cars 
“dressed up like Christmas trees” so citizens— 
or criminals—would know that “the law” was 
present. 

St. Louis has a good Police Department, but 
it makes sense for a new Police Board to review 
the situation, seeK the best advice and search 
for improvements. That the board is doing. 
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A Vote Against Boredom 

The UN. General Assembly gave just about 
as much attention as it deserved to the Soviet 
Union's proposal for a debate on alleged Ameri- 
can acts of “aggression.” Affirming the decision 
of its steering committee, the Assembly voted 
56 to 13 against holding the debate. 

If the Soviet Union can make any propaganda 
out of this, it will no doubt try. But the possibili- 
ties do not seem promising in view of the fact 
that in the steering committee the United States 
voted in favor of tge Soviet motion. Had the 
Russians an equal record of willingness to sub- 
mit their conduct to the free. observation and 
judgment of the world, they would be in a 
stronger position. But their refusal to admit 
U.N. observers to Hungary is still remembered. 

Why is it that Soviet propagandists show so 
little understanding or respect for other peo- 
ple's discrimination as to engage in such clumsy 
maneuvers’? This is one of the en.gmas of a na- 
tion which can, on occasion, pull off diplomatic 
schemes of fiendish ingenuity. Sometimes it

spite opposition of wildlife groups, but 
the license awaited signature when Mr. 
Seaton took office. 

After seven months he still has not 
approved that piece of paper. Other 
applications for mining rights on na- 
tional forest lands also lie buried in 
the pile on Mr. Seaton’s desk. 


Secretary McKay had ordered dis 
posal of all public lands east of the 
Mississippi as rapidly as possible. Sev- 
eral public auctions were held each 
week during his tenure. 


Mr. Seaton is continuing to sell the 
public lands, but private buyers no 
longer get the first chance to bid for 
them. State and local governments are 
encouraged to buy them for recrea- 


tional purposes at bargain prices, and 
if they cannot pay now, the Federal 
Government will defer payments. 

Another McKay policy which per- 
mitted the stepping up of private tim- 
ber cutting on national forest lands is 
now under review by Seaton; no deci- 
sion yet. 

The public power issue which brought 
Secretary McKay into greatest conflict 
with Western political leaders — the 
Hell's Canyon power and flocd control 
project—will also be compromised, if 
Mr. Seaton has his way. 


The Federal Power Commission. in 
1955 licensed the Idaho Power Co. to 
build three small power dams on the 
Snake river, replacing a single public 
dam previously adyocated by the Bu- 
reau of Reclamation. 


The three private dams would gener- 
ate approximately half the electrical 
potential of the public dam, provide 
only a third of the flood water storage, 
and: permanently prevent recovery of 
this power and storage capacity. 


Secretary Seaton is now proposing 
that the third private dam, farthest 
downstream, be replaced by a larger 
public dam which would generate 1.,- 
000,000 more kilowatts than the small 
dam. However, this would gestore only 
6 per cent of the capacity sacrificed 
when the single high dam was aban- 
doned. But the Seaton approach might 
muddy the issue considerably. 

Unmoved, Western conservation 
groups say they will continue their Su- 
preme Court case to invalidate the li- 
cense granted to Idaho Power entirely. 
And Democratic bills introduced in 
both House and Senate would authorize 
a return to Hell's Canyon high dam 
as a public power project. 

But signs are that politically ambi- 
tious Secretary Seaton, already being 
mentioned as a vice presidential candi- 
date for 1960, has only begun to fight. 
The present minor shifts in policy may 
be the beginning of a trend.

Between Book Ends 


Sixteen Human Tributaries 


BLUE RIVER, by Betsy Hopkins Lock- 
ridge. (Macmillan, 124 pgs., $2.75.) 


The South continues to win the lit- 
erary civil war. An impressive array of 
young authors has followed in the book- 
steps of Faulkner, Welty and Robert 
Penn Warren. Not the least of these is 
newcomer Betsy Lockridge. She 
advances southern forces as far as Blue 
River, an imaginary southern town and 
the locale of her first book. 


“Blue River” is a loosely-strung neck- 
lace of short stories about small-town 
people. These are narrated by a young 
girl named Jane and cover the period 
from the birth of the town to the 
passing of Jane’s grandmother, They 
dramatize some of the more subtle ways 
by which society destroys the individual. 
The central characters range from Rev. 
Matthew Glenn who came to Blue River 
the 
Negro gardener who went off to die 
after his mistress died. In between, are 
sketches about an 
unloved woman 
doctor with a dipso- 
maniac patient, a 
schoolteacher 
whose love of tall 
yarns shortens his 
career, and three 
deaf, lamé and al- 
most blind widows 
who have: “shut 
themselves ina tall, 
thin, proper house”. 
Other accounts 
concern Negro 
townfolk and their 
lot in the south. 

The’ sixteen hu- 
man tributaries of Mrs. Lockridge’s 
“Blue River’ flow inte one common 
stream—human frailty. As seen through 
the innocent and compassionate eyes 
of young Jane, all are people of weak- 
ness and .submission. None of them 
endures beyond his indicated limita- 
tions. The author seems to be sugges- 
ting that frailty is the essential nature 
of man. If this be considered a message 
of spiritual content, it is one of resigna- 
tion rather than hope. 


Each sketch is lean as a screen wri- 
ter’s outline, yet never so logical or 
inevitable, as lightly fashioned as a 
greeting card and every bit as fleeting. 
No sooner do we come to understand 
and love each character than he is 
whisked away. 


Mrs. Lockridge had to gently compact 
her material in order to include the 
events of sixteen lifetimes. Her stories 
seem dearly gathered and carefully 
nourished. She has demonstrated that 
she is “long” on skill at writing the 
short story. It will be interesting to see 
if she can work at length and in depth.

SAN DIEGO, Tex. Feb. 18. 

EORGE PARR was one of 

three sons of Archie Parr, 

the man who created the 
dynasty in southern 
known as “The Land of Parr,” 
but he was the only one who 
was interested in politics. He 
was more than interested. He 
had learned how to be a politi- 
cal boss from his father, and he 
was anxious to get going. 

As soon as he passed his bar 
examination in 1926, his father 
rewarded him by having him 
elected county judge. It was 
no trick for Archie Parr. Since 
early in the century he had 
controlled every pdlitician in 
Duval county, and vy the 
heavy Latin-American” popula- 
tion en masse. Son George was 
the only candidate listed on the 
ballot. 

In many smal! Texas counties, 
the county judge is no} only 
the judge of the county’ court, 
but also of the juvenile court 
and head of the county educa- 
tional system. Further, he is 
chairman of the county commis- 
sioners and acts as chairman 
when the commission sits as 
the county board of tax equal- 
ization. Even under ordinary 
circumstances he would have a 
lot of power, but when, as in 
the case of the Parr dynasty, 
all the commissioners and other 
office holders were hand picked, 
his power was awesome. 

For some 20 years, George 
Parr rode high, wide and hand- 
some. He maintained two of- 
fices. As county judge he had 
chambers in the Duval county 
courthouse, and you could al- 
ways tell when he was in. 
Sprawled on a bench outside 
his office would be a couple of 
swarthy Latins, wearing high- 
heeled boots and cowboy hats, 
with six shooters strapped on; 
his personal bodyquard. 

Across the street from the 

courthouse he had his long, low, 
Spanish type, air-conditioned 
office. There he would listen 
with paternal concern to the 
dozens who streamed through 
every day, asking for jobs or 
begging for small favors. He 
always boasted that he handed 
out $4000 or $5000 a year from 
his own pocket to his needy fol- 
lowers. 
Just what business he carried 
on here was known only to his 
henchmen and his large private 
office staff, all Latin-Americans. 
He always claimed he was just 
a land owner who had struck 
a little oil. 

However, records show that 
the San Diego Distributing Co., 
the only company allowed to 
sell beer in the county, was 
owned and controlled by Parr. 
Further, no one cotiid get a 
license to retail beer without 
permission of the county judge, 
who was Parr. 

The Duval Construction Co. 
was ostensibly run by two other 
men listed as president and 
engineer. But it was owned en- 
tirely by Parr, and Part’s board 
of commissioners atitemnatically 
awarded every contract for road 
building, repair or improve- 
aon to the Duval Construction 

0. 

In later years Parr became 
president of and owned the 
controlling shares in two banks, 
the San Diego State Bank here 
and the Texas State Bank in 
Alice. Most of the rest of the 
shares were owned by his rela- 
tives. 

After he got the banks they 
naturally became the depository 
for county funds. In the past 
the county had received two 
per cent interest on the funds. 
The Parr controlled banks paid 
only one half of one per cent, 
and finally paid no interest at 
all, thus getting the use of large 
sums of money for nothing.

He was 
hailed into court on income tax

Until 1946 he was barred 
from hol public office be- 
cause of his prison record. 
That year President Truman 
gave him a pardon, which re- 
stored his civil rights. About 
that time the encumbent county 
judge died, and Parr had his 
commissioners appoint him to 
fill out the term, next year 
he was elected to the job. 

During his hey-day he built 
his mansion on the edge of 
towy with a swimming pool and 
a stable which accommodated 
25 blooded quarter horses. 
Nearby he had a private race 
track, complete with automatic 
starting chute and judge’s stand, 
and it was not uncommon for 
him to bet $10,000 on one of 
his horses. 

He bought the 57,000-acre 
Dobie ranch near Duval where 
he lived part of the time in 
baronial splendor, and enter- 
tained. lavishly for those who 
were on his side. 

His wife divoreed him in 1949 
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The Latin-Americans, who 
comprise 90 Re cent of the 
population of Duval county (and 
more than 60 per cent in sur- 
rounding counties) followed him 
with a blind devotion which is 
a little hard to understand. It 
is true that he posed as their 
protector and gave all the 
courthouse jobs to better edu- 
cated Latin-Americans, But the 
rank and file lived in poverty. 
ieee ta toed SRL tet conan 
obs an a or compan- 
jes Parr Bhd owned, and he 
paid them the lowest possible 
wage for day labor, which came 
to about $16 a week. And there 
is no evidence that he ever 
tried to do anything to improve 


their miserable living condi- 
tions. 

During those days, Parr had 
some special deputies in 


Duval and surrounding counties. 
To the people they were known 
as his ‘ leros,” and they 
had persuasive means of keep- 
ing the electorate in line. Any- 
one who opposed him was like- 
ly to be brutally beaten, and 
some were killed. 


His loyal henchmen were re- 
warded with various forms of 
petty graft, and people were 
afraid to do anything about it. 
V. D. Ringwold, publisher of 
the Alice Echo, once set out 
to expose Parr. One of Parr’s 
deputies beat him up on the 
street. From then on he mair- 
tained a neutral attitude for 
a number of years. “I have a 
wife and small children,” he 
said at the time.

The teacher in charge should check on the chijd’s stand- 
ing to see if his schoolwork is satisfactory or if it indicates 
an effort to keep up.

Obligations have a way of piling up. It is too easy for 
an inexperienced child to undertake more than he can do.

He 
joins everything, and then he never has time.”

NO CHILD’S DAY should be &o filled up as to allow 
no time for home and its life. Always there should be time 
enough for him to absorb his home atmosphere, to soak up 
its meaning, its ideals and traditions. There must be time 
for him to form associations with and affections for the peo- 
ple and the things of home. Youth is the time to form last- 
ing ties which serve as his anchors in the storm and stress 
of life.

Delightful, Carefree Interval in China 


Author Tells of Stay in Peking, Return to U.S. to Get Divorce, Meeting Ernest Simpson 


Eighth installment condensed 
from the book, “The Heart Has 
Its Reasons,” the autobiography 
of the Duchess of Windsor.

ESTABLISHED myself at the 

Grand Hotel de Pekin. My 

intention then was to stay 
perhaps a fortnight, seeing the 
sights and shopping around for 
silks and porcelain. But now 
occurred one of those chance 
encounters that so often sharp- 
‘ly influence the entire course 
of one’s life—one that, in my 
case, at another and far more 
critical turning point, would 
provide me with sanctuary when 
almost every hand seemed 
raised against me. 

The encounter took place at 
a dance at the Grand Hotel de 
Pekin at which I was guest of 
the Littles. Across the ballroom 
I spotted a friend of Coronado 
days— Katherine Moore Bige- 
low, who was then a young 
widow. We recognized each 
other instantaneously. In that 
telegraphic manner peculiar to 
women we succeeded in com- 
municating ‘o each other, in 
the instant of mutual rediscov- 
ery, the essential facts about 
each other: that Win and I 
separated and that she had re- 
married. A moment later her 
husband, Herman Rogers, came 
up, an unusually attractive man, 
with a handsome face, brown 
wavy hair, and the bearing and 
look of an athlete. 

Herman had turned his back 
on the banking career of his 
New York family and it was in 
his mind to become a writer. 
More interesting still, he and 
Katherine had made up their 
minds, at the time of their 
marriage, that before they set- 
tled down they would search 
the world for a setting that in 
their agreed judgment was the 
most beautiful on earth; and 
there they would makes their 
home. When I encountered 
them, they were on their second 
trip around the world, trying 
to decide whether Peking or the 
south of France or possibly 
Florence was their ideal. 

Katherine insisted that I 
leave the hotel and come to 
stay with them. Their house 
was a small street set be- 
hind Dlank gray walls and com- 
pletely hidden from the pos- 
sible scrutiny of passersby. It 
was an ancient but lovely one- 
storied structure roofed with 
old gray tiles arranged in an 
intricate herringbone fashion, 
and approached through a spa- 
cious garden court paved with 
gray stones. Both Katherine 
and Herman had excellent taste 
and the means to exercise it, 

The stone floors were covered 
with thick multicolored Peking 
rugs, and the walls were hung 
with beautifully embroidered 
tapestries and with ancient 
Chinese pictures. It was purely 
a matter of arbitrary selection 
which rooms were used for bed- 
rooms and which were used for 
living and dining. When they 
pressed me again to join them, 
I yielded, without serious strug- 
gle, and after insisting that I 
be allowed to pay my own way. 
Katherine assured me that this 
would impose little strain even 
upon my small purse: Like a 
fairy godmother, she waved her 
wand and there instantly mater- 
ialized, for my personal use, 
an amah, a handsome black 
ricksha with rubber tires, and 
a ricksha boy — all, I belive 
for about $15 a month. 

There began for me, without 
conscious plan or foreknow- 
ledge, what was beyond doubt 
the most delightful, the most 
carefree, the most lyric inter- 
val of my youth—the nearest 
thing, I imagine, to a lotus-eat- 
er’s dream that a young woman 
brought up the “right” way 
could ever expect to know. 

Life in Peking in the mid- 
1920s, before the great Chiang 
Kai-shek upheaval, was for 
foreigners like me a special ex- 
perience. The life that revolved 
around the corps diplomatique, 
reflecting the then pre-emin- 
ence of British power and in- 
fluence in China, was not 
merely Victorian but mid-Vic- 
torian. Except for the motorcars 
(still quite rare), the trams, the 
telephones, and the fashions, 
one might have been back in 
the third quarter of the nine- 
teenth century, when a sunny 
optimism suffused the world. 

Peking was, in any case, an 
ideal place for a woman with 
time on her hands and a secret 
sorrow in her heart. I never 
made an analysis of the exact 
proportions of the sexes; but my 
impression is that the bachelors 
outnumbered the unattached 
women by a ration of at least 
10 to 1. To be sure, the in- 
cidence of honorable men with 
dishonorable intentions was un- 
doubtedly higher than a Sun- 
day-school teacher of that 
period might knowingly have 
tolerated for long; but such 
perils, if prudently recognized 
in re are readily manage- 
able. 

There was a dashing British 
military officer and a gallant 
Italian naval officer who whirled 
briefly in and out of my life. 
The Italian, who later became 
an admiral, is now dead; among 
his effects was found a poem 
in which he left to me “the sea, 
the sky, the sun”—surely the 
neblest of bequests. 

Yet, in spite of the gaiety of 
our social life, there was a sim- 


plicity, a still peacefulness 
about life in Poline that im-

terruptedly happy with each 
other. Through a Peking sum- 
mer and winter and spring I 
was privileged to share their 
happiness; it did much to steady 
me. 

For many reasons I came to 
love Peking as I have loved only 
one other city—Paris. In fact, 
the two cities have much in 
common. Both are old; each 
sums up a culture and cosmo- 
politanism of near perfection; 
they are cities of light and 
color. The winter days were 
especially beautiful; sometimes 
the skies over Peking were in- 
credibly blue: other days the 
winds off the Gobi desert would 
permeate the atmosphere with 
a thin yellowish film of dust 
through which the sunlight 
would fall as through a golden 
filter.

HEN summer came, there 

came toothe voice of con- 

science. Itsaidthat I was 
deluding myself; that I had bet- 
ter give thoughttoreturning to 
my own people and winding up 
the unfinished business of my 
marriage to Win. 

I did not warit to listen, but 
I did. And in the end the 
proddings of conscience took 
command of my reason. Deep 
inside me was a disturbing 
realization that a life without 
purpose or responsibility was 
doing me no good. I finally 
told the Rogerses that, hard 
as it was to leave them, the 
time had come for me to start 
back home. So, in the early 
summer, somewhat in the mood 
of a female Ulysses, I left for 
Japan to take a ship to the 
West Coast. 

En route across the Pacific, 
I became ill with an internal 
ailment. The ship’s doctor had 
me removed to a hospital when 
the ship docked in Seattle. 
There it was decided that an 
operation was necessary. It was 
not a long operation, but an 
ordeal nonetheless and one 
more thing I had to go through 
alone in a strange city. 

Still weak from my illness, I 
traveled across the continent 
by train. Win was now back 
in the United States. He was 
on leave, staying with his par- 
ents in Highland Park. Having 
learned of my illness, he in- 
sisted upon boarding my train 
in Chicago and accompanied me 
all the way to Washington. I 
never saw him again. 

Once in Washington I went 
directly to my mother’s apart- 
ment and stayed several months. 
After my strength returned, I 
delved seriously into the busi- 
ness of securing my divorce. 

A family friend who was a 
lawyer advised me that in Vir- 
ginia I could apply for a 
divorce after one year’s resi- 
dence and could obtain a decree 
on the grounds of desertion at 
the expiration of three years’ 
separation from my husband. 

My adviser recommended 
Fauquier county, and, in par- 
ticular, the little town of War- 
renton, which possessed a small 
but comfortable hotel where I 
could live on my Navy wife's 
allotment. Moreover, Warrenton 
was not far from Washington 
by rail, so that I would not be 
completely isolated from my 
friends during the long wait. 

At the hotel I lived in a 
single room, second floor back, 
15 feet by 12, with faded flow- 
ered wallpaper, a high brass 
bed, imitation mahogany bu- 
reau, enameled washstand, large 
black easy chair in cracked 
leatherette—a classic example 
of what my mother used to call 
inferior decorating.

N the whole, my first year at 
Warrenton was the most 
tranquil I have ever known. 
I simply rusticated. I read more 
than at any time since leaving 
school—lots of poetry, which 
I have always loved, the novels 
of Sinclair Lewis, Somerset 
Maugham and John Galsworthy. 

But I never did really cut 

my ties to the city, which I 


was born in New York and had 
been graduated from Harvard. 
To prevent a complete oblitera- 
tion of the British blood ties, 
Simpson Senior had given his 
son the opportunities to learn 
to know England and Europe 
almost as well as he knew the 
United States. 


The father had proposed that 
Ernest, on reaching 21, should 
choose for himself whether to 
be a British subject or an 
American citizen. During the 
last year of the war, while still 
an undergraduate at Harvard 
Ernest had crossed the Atlantic 
and joined the Coldstream 
Guards as a second lieutenant. 
He had come to love his father’s 
country, and he elected to be- 
come a British subject. 


Ernest was married to an 
American woman. Mary Raffray 
gave me to understand that 
their marriage was in difficul- 
ties, and Ernest was turning to 
her circle of friends. Reserved 
in manner, yet with a gift of 
quiet wit, always well dressed, 
a good dancer, fond of the 
theater, and obviously well 
read, he impressed me as an 
unusually well-balanced man. I 
had acquired a taste for 
cosmopolitan minds, and Ernest 
obviously had one. I was 
attracted to him and he to me; 
several times, on my visits to 
New York, Mary Raffray had 
him in for dinner and as a 
fourth for bridge. 


But with my divorce immi- 
nent, and uncertain how I would 
support myself, I was deter- 
mined not to allow myself to 
become emotionally involved 
until my life was straightened 
out.

Tempted 
though I was, I finally drew 
back in the face of my old ad- 
versary, mathematics. Negotia- 
ting a sale required lightning 
calculations of price and cost— 
so much a foot, so many feet, 
freight rates, and the like—the 
same vexing variables that had 
always defeated me at school.

And Wisdom

Lancelot and Franklin. 

“On the television show, ‘Sir 
Lancelot,’” writes a St. Louis 
reader, “one of the court pages 
remarked the other night, 
‘Cleanliness is next to godli- 
ness, you know.’ It seems to me 
unlikely that a member of King 
Arthur’s court would be quot- 
ing a saying created by Ben 
Franklin in his famous ‘Poor 
Richard’s Almanac.’ Wouldn't 
you say the script writer.had 
his historical periods a little 
out of joint?” 

Well, that’s a trifle difficult 
to determine, First, if thie ad- 
age did appear in “Poor Rich- 
ard,” it certainly was not orig- 
inal with Franklin. The earliest 
written record of it in English 
is in a sermon by John Wesley, 
the great British clergyman of 
the Eighteenth Century who 
founded Methodism. Significant- 
ly, Wesley put quotation marks 
around the phrase wher he 
used it—indicating that it- was 
already a well-known sayifig. 

There is evidence indeed that 
the idea of cleanliness being 
next to godliness—although not, 
of course, phrased in those pre- 
cise English words — is~just 
about as old as civilization. In 
any event, we find in the-Tal- 
mud, the collection of writings 
that forms the foundation of 
Jewish civil and religious law, 
the following: “The doctrines 
of religion are resolved into 
carefulness; carefulness into 
vigorousness; vigorousness into 
guiltlessness; guiltlessness into 
abstemiousness; abstemiousness 
into cleanliness; cleanliness into 
godliness.” Thus, you see that, 
in this formulation of doctrine, 
cleanliness is quite literally 
next to godliness. 


So I think we should con- 
cede the likelihood that the 
basic idea of the adage was 
well known before the time of 
King Arthur. I suspect history 
would indicate, though, that 
cleanliness was not very highly 
regarded in the rough and rela- 
tively uncultured times of the 
actual King Arthur—about the 
Sixth Century. But, after all, 
the Arthurian legends, from 
Malory through Tennyson to 
our own day of electronic marv- 
els more wonderful than any 
Merlin could imagine, are just 
that—legends. 

So let’s grant the script wri- 
ter of today the same license 
to move freely in time that we 
allowed his illustrious prede- 
cessors, And let’s thank him 
for including in his script a 
few ideas more elevated than 
the general run of television 
cliches—like “Drop the gat, 
Louie.”

SAN FRANCISCO. 

HE meeting in Santa Rosa

positions in the Congress. The 
congressional leaders in both 
the Senate and the House are 
opposed to anything which will 
mean a clear-cut stand on civil 
rights legislation. 

There are among the South- 
erners those who realize that 
change must come. But they are 
also faced with the fact that 
they must be re-elected, and 


| their role is a difficult one. For 
| the liberals in the 


North to 
force on the whole party a 
stand which is impossible for 
the South to accept is going to 
be a very serious step, and I 
hope that wisdom and patience 
will be used in the discussions 
which are to go on in the next 
few days.

Lack of Cold Alr Returns. 


OME of the cold drafts you 
Gina in a house are caused 

by cold outside air leaking 
into the house through cracks 
and crevices but there are oth- 
ers, equally cold and uncomfort- 
able, that are due to the move- 
ment of the air inside the house. 
These drafts often occur in 
homes with warm air heating 
systems that were not properly 
installed. 

Cold drafts will occur when 
air that has been heated by the 
furnace and sent through the 
registers into the rooms cools 
off and is displaced by the heat- 
ed air coming out of the regis- 
ters. Unless this ccol air can 
find an easy way to get back to 
the furnace it will flow across 
rooms, through halls and even 
down a flight of stairs until it 
eventually finds a cold air re- 
turn register. 

The way to eliminate these 
cold drafts of air is to have a 
sufficient number of cold air 
return registers and ducts to 
carry this cold air back to the 
furnace and not let it roam all 
over the house. 


In a two story house the worst 
drafts usually are caused by the 
cold air coming down from the 
second floor. The best solution 
is to install cold air return ducts 
and registers in the upstairs 
rooms but if this can't be done, 
install a register at the foot of 
the stairs. This won't eliminate 
the cold drafts on the stairs but 
it will prevent the cold air 
spreading out over the floors 
on the first floor.
